The Red and White closed her In- 
tercollegiate football seasuu of l'JU 
with one of the most magnificent vic- 
tories ever recorded in the annals of 
football history at the University. 
The result of the game has no bear- 
ing on the championship and conse- 
quently comparatively little interest 
was shown around College and those 
who saw the bulletins go up in Mon- 
treal had no idea of what they really 
represent.il. A strong win i was blow- 
ing straight down the field and 
Queen's were exceedingly lucky to 
win the toss. The football in the 
first half was very ragged and Mc- 
Gill never seemed to strike their gait 
until the fourth quarter. Hazlett, 
Queen's centre half, kicked magnifi- 
cently all through and it was princi- 
pally due to his good work, that 
Queen's were able tp pile up such a 
formidable lead in the first quarter. 
Queen's touchdown was also discour- 
aging, as Gray Masson, after running 
the ball out from behind the line in 
great style was unlucky enough to 
drop the ball when tackled and ti w ftS 
an easy matter for a Queen's wing 
to pick it up and go over for a touch. 
Blight single points and a touch 
made up Queen's 13 pirtnts scored in 
the first quarter and even when Mc- 
Gill had the wind the best they could 
do was 4 rouges. McGill thus went 
into the third quarter with a lead 
of 9 points staring them in the face, 
and the wind against them— seeming- 



ly an impossible handicap to over- 
come. They took a big brace and for 
5 minutes played the Presbyterians 
08 tudr feet, driving them right 
down the field to their own 5 yard 
line only to lose it for interference 
and to see the ball at centra field 
again. They had all the best ol the 
play m this quarter «nd Queen's 
only scores were G points, a drop- 
ped goal and 3 singles, the former 
having been obtained when McGill 
lost the ball on her own 15 yard 
line for an offside, Queen's could 
make iiu impression on bucks tmA Mc- 
Gill secured all their attempted on- 
side kicks while the Red and White 
tore big holes in their line and buck- 
ed them all over the field. 

The team changed ends for the 
fourth and last time with the score 
standing l'.t -4 in favor of Queen's 
and not even the most enthusiastic 
McGill supporter considered a vic- 
tory in the realms of possibility. Hut 
that is just where we all made one 
big mistake. McGill is never beaten 
till the whistle blows and every man 
on the 14 went into that final .quar- 
ter with a grim determination rtiat 
he Was going to put up the biggest 
fight of his life. For 5 minutes the 
score remained unchanged until Mc- 
Gill scored' 2 singles in quick succes- 
sion and with exactly six minutes to 
play the score stood ti — 19, and then 
came the great rally which no one 
who saw tire gnme will ever forget. 
In 5 minutes the Red and White tal- 
lied 14 points and before they could

1 so justly proud. Over 14,1100 people 
were présent. Of these, over 3,000 
were Included in the regular rooters' 
club stand which presented a spec- 
tacle positively unparalled in the 
Intercollegiate League. The general 
organization was perfect, and the 
Unique color effects which were pro 
ducod by the Blue and White of the 
song sheets in which represented at 
various intervals such huge letter 
displays as "U. of T." "Varsity," 
"Victory," and "Champions." 

The rooters were under absolute 
rontrol of Mel. Brock who was ror- 
tninly the most efficient "Yell" lead- 
er of the League. Sharp on time, 
the teams lined up amidst a roar of 
Varsity cheers which was positively 
deafening. The uir was full of vic- 
tory; nothing but victory could be 
the verdict of the great struggle as 
far as Varsity was concerned. The 
first half was a first class exhibi- 
tion of the two diametrically op- 



posite styles of play which are used 
by Varsity and Ottawa College. It 
is difficult to decide which team had 
the advantage in the early stages. 
Varsity's perfect play nnd brilliant 
combination were all offset by the 
tenatious and deadly tackling which 
marked the work of every College 
player, The game was surprisingly 
clean, because it seemed to be fully 
realized that Dan Gillmor would not 
stand for the .«cast. élément of dirty 
work or offside play.

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The Intercollegiate Rugby season is over, and Varsity 
has again won well-merited honors— they hnve McGill's sin- 
cere .congratulations not only on their championship so 
much, but on the excellent spirit of sportsmunship they 
have at all times manifested. This spirit of clean sport has 
nt all times been characteristic ( ol student athletics and has 
been the subject of favorable comment in the press through- 
out the length and breadth of the Dominion, and has had 
the effect of raising the standard of all amateur sport in 
the country. 

Unfortunately our hitherto unimpeachable reputation has 
been subjected to slurs and aspersions which were not with- 
out justification, A careful perusal of the newspaper ac- 
counts of some of this year's games, reveals a record of 
penulty after penalty imposed for rough work. There 
should, he no pluce in the I. C. R. F. U. for the man who 
needs to be penalized, He should be expelled from it if he 
has not the essential gentlemanly qualities to he a credit 
to bis Alma Mater. True there are sometimes trivial or ac- 
cidental misdemeanours for which a man is ruled off, but 
on the whole there are very few, and penalties of three or 
five minutes have not been proved to he efficient checks 
to the gross exhibitions' of ignorant and boorish linsports- 
Uiansbip which we have seen this year. When officials are 
prone to be too lenient, or to show favoritism we have a 
ready remedy, that of simply not requiring their services 
again. Players should be similarly dealt with, and what a 
team may lose in efficiency, it will gnin in something which 
is far mote important. 

If Intercollegiate sport is to remain in the high position 
it has set for itself and retain the esteem of the disinterest- 
ed followers of healthy and clean athletics, a strong catn- 
paign must he launched in deprecation of this very serious 
menace to the good name of every self-respecting univer- 
sity. 

!l() p. c. of the students who enter McGill pass their phy- 
sical examinations. Of the 2811, men who have been examin- 
ed this season only about one-tenth have been pronounced 
unfit. The reason for this unfitness has been chiefly unde- 
veloped lungs and muscles, a condition which can easily be 
remedied by proper training. These statistics should be ex- 
tremely gratifying to all well-wishers of the university, in- 
dicating, as I hey dp, the high standard of physical condi- 
tion prevailing among the students. 

The physical examination not only ascertains the fitness 
or unfitness ol the individual to participate in the various 
forms of athletics, but also iu many cases discovers physi- 
cal defects, such as weak eyesight which are unknown to 
the men themselves, but which can often be cured when 
tiJken in hand at an early Otage. See Dr. Harvey at once.

On Saturday morning, the third 
Intercollegiate Harrier meet was 
held in Toronto under the most fa- 
vorable weather conditions that 
could he desired. Full teams of five 
each represented Toronto, Queen's, ! 
R. M. 0. and McGill, as they faced 
the starter at 11 a- m, on the Rose- 
dale Lacrosse Grnunds. The race was 
exactly eight miles long and was 
covered in sensational time by Tor- 
onto's peerless long distance phenom, 
Campbell. 

For the first half mile, the race 
developed into a struggle for pace 
between Campbell of Toronto and 
Murray of McGill, but the latter was 
soon hopelessly outclassed by the 
fact that his style of running could 
not possibly be adapted to the heavy 
course which had been mapped out 
by Toronto. 

Campbell forged ahead and soon 
opened up a tremendous lead. He 
was closely followed by three of his 
team mates who demonstrated that 
their course of action was thorough- 
ly planned and that every possible 
precaution bad been taken to ensure 
a team Victory as well as individual 

honors, 

About three miles out when the 
miry toads, the unevenness ot the 
course ami the general slippery Con 
dition of the ground was telling 
severely on a'.l the visiting teams, 
the lllue and White opened up a 
further gap and placed the result 
of the race absolutely beyond a 
shadow ol a doubt. 

At the five mile mark, Campbell 
was half a mile ahead of his nearest 
opponent.. At the six mile mark, 
Schlater, a Cadet, began to pull 
up and from then on to the finish 
showed that he was the pluckiest 
runner on the field, and that. des- 
pite his youth and inexperience, he 
could challenge the best of Varsity's 
representatives. 

Sprotile of McGill did excellent 
work at this stage of the game pass- 
ing no less than seven of his com- 
petitors and placing himself within 
easy grasp of fourth position. 

Kerr of McGill opened up at the 
6J mile mark and chased Sproule 
very closely. Meanwhile, the runners 
had divided into two sguads separat- 
ed fron one another by j of a mile. 



At> the finish, Campbell came 
through with a remarkable burst of 
speed showing that the long grind 
had been mere play for him. With 
this exception, the finishes were de- 
void of interest and in no case close. 
Toronto won the meet, both indivi- 
dual and team honors in time which 
has never been surpassed in the 
American Intercollegiate Union and 
which is certainly a great credit to 
Canadian College Athletics. 

The Blue and White landed 1st, 
3rd, 6th, 7th and S>th places, total- 
ling them 17 points for their team 
honots. 

McGill landed 1th, 5th, 8th, 10th 
and 14th, totalling 27 points us the 
team score. The R. M. 0, team was 
third and Queen's last. Of the 20 
starters 111 finished and no one seem- 
ed to suffer any permanent injury 
from the struggle. 

During the evening the Toronto 
University Harrier Club entertained 
the visiting teams to a banquet at 
Mc.'sonkey:s in what was truly a 
royal manner and earned the grati- 
tude of everyone present for their ex- 
ceedingly sportsmanship-like enter- 
tainment. 

After the banquet, a theatre party 
was given by the home club at the 
Princess ami the acknowledgements 
of everyone further emphasized the 
spirit of cordiality which was so 
characteristic about the proceedings.
